Want Treaty to Take Effect. 
on Armistice Anniversary 


LONDON, Oct. 29. the German | 
Peace Treaty may.come into effect: 
‘on the afiniversary «of Armistice 
Day. \ ; 

It was announced by Cecil Harms- 
worth, Under Secretary ‘for .For- 
eign Affairs, inthe House of Com- 
mons: today,: that the Government 
hoped that ‘the treaty . would © be 
‘formally ratified ‘on. Nov. 11 and 
come into force the same day. 


Gfeat Britain’ has .already ratified 
the ,Peace- Tréaty - with Germany, 
and: the-event on. Noy. 11 which Mr. 
Harnisworth forecasts. is the ex- 
change * of ratifications by’. Great 
Britain, France, Healy, and Germany.

CLEVELAND, Oct. 29.—A plot to as- 
sassinate Frank W. Smith, Chief of Po- 
lice, and another high City. official of 
Cleveland was Fevealed: by the polite

Smith admitted receiving a telegraphic 
warhing from a poiit*in. the Rast. He 
would not. divulge the identity” ‘of the

Chief Smith deviated that». evidence 
which the police already have: obtained 
reveals a plot for a country-wide. anar- 
chistic. uprising during, the Winter‘ and 
early Spring. Proof has been. obtained, 
he said, that arms and amntunition were 
ordered from various makers, and that 
home-made weapons were -being - pre-|. 
pared here in:large quantities. 

Another arrest. Was made in New York 
today, bringing the total up to eight. 
Five of the six -persons taken*in four 
raids last night had preliminary hear- 
ings today. Three, Theodore Leosvar, 
Steve Matejka,;* a. ma&* 
chinist, and the latter’s: wife were held 
in -bail of. $15,000.. The.others, one. of 
whom is still held for investigation, were 
placed under $1,500 bail. Trial was set 
for October 31.

Planned May Day Climax. 


Chicago police, it was said, are ‘on 
the trail’ of® one man, believed to be 
the ‘‘ brains’’ of «the.

The campaign of terrorism was to 
have. culminated next May Day in a 
revel of bombing, slugging and slashing 
that the conspirators are said. to have 
hoped: would leave the city. at their 
mercy.” ‘Torthis end, huge knives and 
steel bludgeons were to be provided, the 
plotters planning to make 5,000 of each, 
‘Specimen .‘' liberators ”’ were seized in 
last night’s raids.

The Yankees’ shate of the world’s 
series. receipts for winning third place 
in>the American League race-has been 
withheld by the National Commission 
‘on the protest of the Detroit club. The 
announ: ent was made yesterday in 
& co on finding which was signed 
by. President John ‘A. Heydler of the 
National League. and Chairman August 
Herrmann. They regard the Detroit 
protest of the games pitched by Carl 
Mays as purely an.American League 
‘affair in which they have no voice. The 

Yankee’s money is withheld, according 
to the finding, until such a time as the 
American League decides which club is 
entitled to third place. 

The finding states that the ‘Detroit 
club ‘some time before the baseball. sea- 
gon ended anticipated, that the New 
York club mfght finish in third place 
and they announced at the time that in 
the event of Huggins's club landing in 
the third place berth they wished to 
filé the protest because Mays, a sus- 
pended pitcher, had won several of their 


games. 
The New. York club announced yester- 
day that it Would immediately demand 
the’ National’ Commission to pay over 
to the Yankees thcir share of the world's 
series spoils. 
. fhe commission will probably make 
another announcement on the New 
ba gM club’s demand. Messrs. Heydier 
Herrmann, in making their finding 
in om ctroit s protest, made it plain that 
they were sustaining the protest with 
bri understanding that it did not con- 
t with any court order now in force, 
If rhe commission's finding does -con- 
ict with the late — made by Judge 
agner in sustaining t " Mays injunc- 
tion, the commission wil! probably turn 
ever the money. 


Club Owners’ Statement

Oridiron Caine: Has Benefited 
Many Diamond - Stars, 
Says Mathewson. 


By CHRISTY MATHEWSON. 

Many’ followers. of sport believe no 
man can be @ st#r in two. games, but I 
differ from them provided the form of 
Fone does not conflict with that of the 
other. Many football stars, for instance, 
have been headliiiers as fig ‘league ball 
players. 

It is true that I don’t know of a ten- 
nis’ champion who ¢ver Won a golf 
championship, because the two games 
directly contrast, but football ‘is a good 
éducation for big “league baseball or for 
any other sport, I belléve, I don’t think 
a big leaguer would ever make a golf 
champion. Oné swing fights the other. 
Chief Bender~had the ‘best chance of 
accomplishing this. 

There used to be some question “as to 
whether football or baseball was the 
rougher game. This was in the day of 
the old Baltimore’ Orioles, when every 
player carriéd his own strop and honed 
up his spikes. A pair of flying: spikes 
had made many. a youngster. prefer; a 
some quieter pursuit, and the old timers 


rather felt that the. big leagues fur- 
nished rougher wo 
the old style. Both games ‘have 
tamed down in the last fifteen years. 

But about this time some college foot- 
‘ball. players began to break into base- 
bail... Before my day very few college 
men: ever took up. the sport profession- 
ally, because, in’ the earlier days, it did 
not offer sufficient inducements. As 
s00n as these youngsters from the points 
of (higher ‘education ‘began to filter into 
the big leagues tne oid | er necks 
took aiter them, and they were treated 
frequently to flying spikes. However, 
the young football — did not take 
water, d several big leaguers, who 
put thie on their shoulders with their 
uniforms, seon found. they had bitten 
off more than they could chew. 


How Bill Evans Made Good. 


There was one outstanding case in the 
American League and the story was told 
to me by a mémber of that circuit so I 
accept it as fact.
